No, 695-G]47. — -In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Sections 11, 14, 32, 33, 39, 41, 43, 
47, 55, 56, 59 and 76 of the Factories Act, 1934, 
the Chief Commissioner of British Baluchistan 
is pleased to make the following Rules : — 

BRITISH BALUCHISTAN FACTORIES 
RULES, 1947. 

1, These rules may be cited as the British 
Baluchistan Factories Rules, 1947. 

Definitions. 

2. In these rules unless there is anything re- 
pugnant in the subject or context : — - 

(a) “ The Act ” means the Factories Act, 

. 1934. 

(b) “ Chief Inspector” means the Chief 

Inspector appointed under sub-sec- 
tion (2) of section 10 of the Act. 

(c) 11 Inspector ” means an Inspector ap- 

pointed under suh-9ection (1) of 
section 10 of the Act. 

(d) “Manager” means the pei'son res- 

ponsible to the occupier for the 
working and control of the factory 
and includes the person nominated 
by the occupier under clause (e) 
of sub-section (1) of section 9 of the 
Act. 

(e) “ Section ” means a section of the Act, 

(f) “ Transmission machinery ” includes 

every shaft, wheel, drum or pulley 
(including any system of fast and 
loose pulleys), coupling clutch, strap, 
band, belt, chain, rope or other device 

( 


incidental to the transmission of 
motion between any prime-mover and 
any muehine or appliance, or by 
means of which the machine or appli- 
ance receives its motion. 

(g) “ Within reach ” means within six feet 

of any spot on which any person, may 
have to stand or on which any per- 
son may have to pass in the course 
of his employment. 

(h) Words and expressions defined in the 

Act shall be deemed to have the 
same meaning as in the Act. 

Inspection. 

Sections 11 and 32. 

3. The Inspector shall be primarily res- 
ponsible for the administration of the Act with- 
in British Baluchistan. He shall inspect every 
factory, other than a seasonal factory at least 
once a year, and every seasonal factory at least 
once during each season of work, unless in any 
ease good reasons to the contrary exist and are 
recorded by him. He shall also make sucli 
further inspections as may appear to be neces- 
sary to him or to the Chief Inspector in order 
to ensure that the provisions of the Act and 
of these rules are duly observed. 

4. In addition to and without prejudice to any 
other powers or duties which the Inspector may 
exercise under the Aet or these rules, he may, 
.at each inspection, note lmw far the defects 
pointed out at. previous inspections have been 
removed and how far orders previously . issued 
have been complied with. A note of all defects 
and irregularities discovered, together with 
orders for llicir remedy or removal passed by 
him. shall be sent, to tho occupier or manager 
of the factory and a copy of the. said list or 
extract (hereof shall he sent to the District 
Magistrate concerned either directly or through 
the Chief Inspector. 
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5. The Inspector at eacli inspection shall en- 
quire, sufficiently to ascertain where the res- 
ponsibility for their occurrence rests, into all 
accidents which may hare taken place since 
the last inspection, and shall pass such orders 
or recommendations, as may appear to him 
necessary for the prevention of such accidents. 

6. When in any area an inspection is made 
by the District Magistrate exercising all or any 
of the powers of an Inspector, he shall forward 
his report to the Inspector for such action as 
the latter thinks necessary. The District 
Magistrate shall not communicate any report 
direct to the factory concerned. 

7. The Inspector shall maintain a register 
of all factories under his charge in form A. On 
receiving a notice under section 9 (1) of the 
Act, the Inspector shall, unless it appears to 
hhn that the premises do not constitute a factory, 
place the factory on his register of factories. 

8. When any premises cease to he occupied 
os a factory, the occupier may give notice of 
the fact to the Inspector, who shall, if satisfied 
that the Act is no longer applicable to such 
premises, remove it from Ids register of factories. 
The Inspector may of his own motion at any 
time remove any factory from the register, if 
he is satisfied that it is no longer nsed as such. 

Certifying Surgeons and j on isons authorised 

TO EXERCISE THE FUNCTIONS OF A CERTIFYING 

Surgeon. 

Section 59. 

9. (aj The duties of a Certifying Surgeon 
Shall comprise the examination of children and 
adolescents desirous of being employed and 
the re-examination of children and adolescents 
in respect of whom a notice under section 58 
has been served upon the manager and who 
desire to be re-employed. Certificates of age 
and fitness shall be given to such children and 
adolescents as are found qualified to receive 
them. No fee shall be charged for such exami- 
nation or for the grant of certificates in pur- 
nuance thereof. 

(b) On the request of an Inspector the Certi- 
fying Surgeon shall examine any person pro- 
duced before him and issue a certificate regard- 
ing his age and fitness. No fee shall be charg- 
ed for such examination or for the grant of certi- 
ficates in pursuance thereof. 

(c) The Certifying Surgeon shall fix such 
place and such time as may be convenient for 

the attendance of persons wishing to obtain cer- 

tificates, of age and physical fitness. 

10. (1) Every Certifying Surgeon shall keep 
a bound book containing certificates in form K 

in foil and i. nratorfoil. The forms shall be 

numbered consecutively. 

(2) Every certificate granted under sub-see- 

tion (2) of section 52 of the Act to a person 

desirous of being employed in a factory shall 

be prepared by filling in foil and counterfoil. 

Both of which bear (he signature or thumb 

impression of the person in whose name it is 

issued. ^ The Certifying Surgeon shall, if he 

is satisfied as to the correctness of the entries 

made therein, deliver the foil to the person in 

whose name the certificate is made out. 
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Cl) A Certifying Surgeon revoking a certi- 
ficate under sub-section ffi) uf section 52, shall 
cause the word “ revolted ” to bo stamped in 
red ink on the foil and counterfoil. 

(4) Tf the Certifying Surgeon refuses to 
grant to any person a certificate under this rule, 
no fresh application for a certificate shall be 
made on behalf of such person until a period 
of three months has elapsed, unless the Certify- 
ing (Surgeon when he refuses to grant the certi- 
ficate gives permission in writing for an appli- 
cation to be made at an earlier date. 

11. Every practitioner authorized under sub- 
section (2) of section 12 of the Act to exercise 
provisionally the pow (c) * * * * * * * * * * * * * * r, r s of a Certifying Surgeon 
shall grant certificates iu the manner provided 
in rule 10. The word “Provisional” shall 
bo printed or stamped in red ink at the top 
of each foil and counterfoil, 

12. ('ll When a person to whom a certificate 
under sub-section 12) of section 52 of the Act 
has been granted loses such certificate, he may 
apply to the Certifying Surgeon for a copy 
of the eertifieuie, and the Certifying Surgeon, 
after making such enquiry from his employer 
(or if he is unemployed from his last employer) 
and from such oUmr sources as he deems fit, 
may grant a duplicate thereof. The word 
“ Duplicate ” shall he clearly written in red 
ink across such certificate and initialled by the 
Certifying Surgeon, The counterfoil in the 
bound book of forms shall be similarly marked 
“ Duplicate ” arid initialled. 

12) For ovcm copy of a certificate granted 
under clause (l) of this rule, n fee of four annas, 
which shall be credited to Government, shall be 
charged. The Certifying Surgeon shall main- 
tain a register in form L of all fees paid for 
the issue of copies of certificates and shall initial 
each entry made therein. 

(3 ) No duplicate of a certificate granted under 
section 52 of the Act, shall be granted to any 
person otherwise, than in accordance with the 
provisions of this rule. 

13. (1) The Certifying Surgeon shall ordi- 
narily visii every factory within the local limits 
for which he is appointed, in which children or 
adolescents are known to be employed, at least 
once iu three mouths and shall give previous 
notice of his visits. At eacli of these visits the 
manager shall produce before him at such time 
as lie may fix all children or adolescents employ- 
ed in the factory, whether actually at work 
or not. 

(2) The Certifying Surgeon shall personally 
examine every child or adolescent who is in 
possession of a “ Provisional ” certificate grant- 
ed under sub-section (2) of section 12 of the 
Act, and shall, if he is satisfied that a certifi- 
cate should be granted, countersign the certi- 
ficate arid cross out the word “ Provisional ”. 

(3) Tf. on such examination, the Certifying 
P.m.-’r, ,-,i m , " op : i : n ,T " ' ‘hr p^’sen in pos- 
session of a “ Provisional ” certificate granted 
under sub-section (2) of section 12, is under 
the age of twelve years or is not fit for employ- 
ment in a factory, lie shall impound the certi- 
ficate and write on it the word “ Cancelled ” 
over his signature. Ho shall then forward the 
certificate with such remarks as he considers 
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necessary to the Inspector of Factories for 
information and shall also inform tlie person 
who issued it Hint it Jins been cancelled. 

14. The Certifying Surgeon at his periodical 
visits shfi.il satisfy himself as to the fitness of 
the children and adolescents employed in the 
factory and shall revoke the certificates of any 
whom he considers unfit. 

15. The token giving a reference to the certi- 
ficate grained to a child or an adolescent under 
section 52 which is to he carried under section 
01 (b) of the Act, shall show the number of 
the worker in the Register of Child Workers 
or Adult Workers as the ease may he. 

Health and Safety. 
flections 13, 32 and 33. 

Cleanliness. 

16. hi every factory all the inside wails of 
the moms and all Ihe ceilings or lops of such 
rooms and all the passage,-; and staircases shall 
be lime-washed at least once in each year, dating 
from the period when hist lime- washed. All 
beams, rafters, doors, window-frames and other 
wood-work with the exception of floors shall be 
either lime-washed at least once a year dating 
from the period when last lime-washed, or shall 
be painted or varnished mice in seven years 
dating from the. period when last painted or 
varnished, and shall he kept in a cleanly state. 
The diites on which lime-washing, painting or 
varnishing is carried out shall, be duly entered 
in form C which shall be shown to the Inspector 
when so required. 

Provided that cl. is i Je shull not apply to — 

(i) Walls or tops of rooms which, are made 
of galvanised iron, tiles or glazed bricks, 

(ii ) Walis in oil mills lip to a height of 
5 feet from lloor level. 

(iii; Any other factory or parts tbero- 
of in which linn washing or painting is, in 
the opinion of the Inspector, unnecessary to 
satisfy the requirements of section 13 of the 
Act in regard to cleanliness. 

17. No rubbish, tilth or debris shall be. allowed 
to accumulate or to remain on any premises in 
any factory in such u position that afiluvia there- 
from can arise within the factory. 

18. All drains carrying waste or sulage water 
shall be i.-ono met id in nmmury or oilier imper- 
meable materia] and ahull be regularly flushed 
ttt least once a day ami where possible, connect- 
ed, v. itli some recognised drainage line, 

19. The compound nirroiniding every lactory 
shall be maintained in a strictly sanitary and 
reasonably clean condition. 

2l). Proper arrangement; shall be made for 
maintaining iu a clean and diained condition 
the area around the washing and bathing places 
and llm places where drinking water is distri- 
buted io the operatives. 

First Aid. 

21. In every factory there shall he maintained 
in a readily accessible place mat aid appliances 
containing an adequate .apply of sterilized dress- 
ings, sterilized cotton wool and a tannic acid 
Spray for cases of bums, etc. The appliances 
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slmll he kept in good order and they shall be 
placed under the charge of a responsible persod 
who understands how to use them and who shall 
he readily available during working hours. 
Receptacles in which the appliances are kept 
shall lie marked with the words * First Aid ’ 
without the addition of any other sign or emblem. 

Ventilation. 
flections 14 and 32. 

22. In every room of a factory ventilating 
openings shall he provided in the proportion of 
5 square feet for each person employed in such 
room, and the openings shall be such as to admit 
a continuous supply of fresh air. 

Provided that the Inspector may, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, relax the conditions 
of this rule where, in his opinion, this may be 
dour with due regard to the health of persona 
employed in any room. 

L !. Ir, every factory where injurious, poison- 
ous, or asphyxiating gases, dust or other im- 
pril irs are used for or are evolved from any 
process - carried on, all practicable measures to 
the sut isfacl ion of the Inspector shall be taken 
to protect the workers against the inhalation 
of Mich gfe-es, dust or other impurities. 

Overcrowding. 
flections 17 and 32. 

24. (ii There shall he provided for each per- 
son employed at one time in any room of a 
factory, a floor area of at least 36 square feet 
exclusive of that occupied by machinery and a 
breathing- space of at least 500 cubic feet. 

(ii ) Where mechanical or electrical power is 
used, there shall tie provided for each person 
employed at one time in any room a breathing 
space of at [east. 700 cubic feet. 

Provided that for the purpose of calculating 
the breath ine' space available, no space above 
ly feet from the floor of such room as is men- 
tioned shall be taken into consideration. 

( hi Particulars of each room of the factory 
in which persons are regularly employed shall 
he entered in form E which shall he shown to 
the Inspector when so required. 

Drinking water. 

Sictwns 19 and 32. 

25. .(ip Tn cvm-y factory a supply of water 
fit for drinking and consisting of at least as many 
gallons per diem as there are persons employed 
in the. factory shall be provided daily free of 
cost. The supply shall be derived either from 
a public supply of drinking water or from one 
or more wells or tanks so .situated and so con- 
structed and protected as not to be polluted 
or contaminated with organic matter or other 
impurities and treated where necessary, 

(b) Where the drinking water is obtained 
from an intermittent public water supply, each 
factory shall be provided with storage for water 
at the ucalo given in rule 25 (a). 

(e) No welt shall he- constructed, the water 
from which is to he used for human consump- 
tion within 50 IVet of any latrine, drain or other 
source liable to cause pollution of the water 
therein ■ further all such wells shall be entirely 
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closed ill and provided with a trap door opening 
not exceeding four square feet in size and shall 
be dust and water proof. 

(d) A reliable pump must be fitted to each 
covered well ; the trap door shall be kept locked 
and only opened for cleaning or inspection. 

(e) The temperature of the drinking water 
supplied to the workers shall at no time exceed 

90°F. 


shall also be exhibited at the entrance of latrine* 
for each sex. 

30. Unless the walls of latrines are made of 
corrugated iron, the inside walls 3 feet above 
the floor shall be made of non-absorbent im- . 
permeable material and shall be lime-washed 
inside and outside at least twice a year. The 
dates of lime-washing shall be noted in forn.

Wash ing f aril Hies, 
flections 19(3) and 32. 

26. In every factory, the following facilities 
shall be provided for tile washing of workers 

(a) Where there is a continuous source of 

water supply from the public mains, 
one tap for the rise of 20 persons 
and an additional tap for every ad- 
ditional 20 persons or any less num- 
ber. 

(b) Where there is no continuous source of 

water supply, stored water shall be 
provided at a scale of at least 5 
gallons per workman per day. 

(e) Soap shall be provided and kept avail 
able for workers free of cost. 

Latrines and urinals. 

Sections 20 and 32. 

27. Except in factories provided with water- 
flushed latrines connected with a water borne 
sewage system, all latrines shall be provided 
with receptacles on the dry earth system which 
shall be cleaned daily anld kept in a strictly 
sanitary condition. The receptacles shall be 
tarred inside and outside at least once a year, 

28. There shall he provided within the pre- 
cincts of every factory latrines and urinals in 
an accessible place, and the accommodation shall 
be not less than on the following scale : —

Provided that where the latrines and urinals 
Are periodically flushed with water the require- 
ments shown under clauses (1) aud (2) above 
tnay he reduced as follows : —

31. Unless otherwise arranged for bjy the 
local .sanitary authority, arrangements for the 
proper disposal of excreta by incineration in 
factories employing 100 persons or more shall 
be made by means of a suitable incinerator ap- 
proved by the District Medical Officer of Healtti 
or the Municipal Medical Officer of Health, as 
the case may be, in whose jurisdiction the 
factory is situated. 

Precautions against fire. 

Sections 22 and 32. 

32. (i) Every factory shall he provided 
with : — 

(a) an ample supply of water! available 

at all seasons in ease of fire. 

(b) buckets painted red and kept perma- 

nently on hooks or stands. The 
buckets shall be kept filled with water 
or sand at the discretion of the 
manager. At least six buckets shall 
be supplied and if the floor space 
exceeds 6,000 square feet, an) addi- 
tional bucket shall be supplied for 
every 1,000 square feet in excess 
of the first 6,000 square feet. Where 
the factory consists of more than 
one storey, each storey shall be con- 
sidered separately and shall have its 
own supply of buckets at the scale 
given above. 

(c) extinguishers of at least two gallons 

capacity of the soda-acid or com- 
pressed carbon dioxide type. The 
extinguishers shall he kept in places 
approved by the Inspector and at 
least one extinguisher shall he pro- 
vided for each 1,000 square feet of 
floor space. At least one such ex- 
tinguisher shall he provided on each 
floor of the factory. 

(ii) All apparatus for extinguishing fires 
shall be kept in good order and shall be periodi- 
cally examined and tpsted. 

Provision of means of Escape in case of fire. 

Sections 23 and 32.

29. If females are employed, separate latrines 
Screened from those for males and marked in 
the vernacular in conspicuous letters “ For 
Women Ouly ” shall he provided on the scale 
laid down in rule 28. Those for males shall 
be similarly marked “ For Men Only A 
poster showing the figure of a man and woman 


33, Every building of more than one storey 
shall be provided with at least two sets of 
stairs or steps, one of which shall be on the 
outside of the building so as to afford direct 
and unimpeded access to the ground level from 
every part of the factory in case of fire. These 
stairs or steps shall he permanently fixed aud 
made of non-conibirstijjJ e material and shall 
be provided with suitable and sufficient hand 
rails. 

Provided that where workers are not employed 
in any upper storey of a factory Infilling an 
outside staircase will not be necessary. 
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34. In factories of more than one stoixv ever}' 
window or door giving access to an external 
staircase shall he so arranged as io open im- 
mediately from the inside. 

Fencing of machinery. 

Sections 24 and 32. 

35. The following parts of transmission 
machinery shall be securely fenced if m mot on 
and within reach : — 

(i) All shafts, couplings, collars, flub-hes, 

toothed wheels, pulley-driving straps, 
chains and ropes, cxc.epl such a,* arc 
in the opinion of the Inspector by 
construction or position equally 
safe to every person employed as 
they would he if securely fenced or 
guarded, 

(ii) All projecting set screws, keys, nuts 

or holts or revolving parts except 
such as are count er-suok or other- 
wise made equally saft. 

fiii) Tho underside of all hrav} overhead 
mair.l driving belts or ropes if there 
is any probability of persons having 
to pass under them. 

3(5. The following parts of machine tool-, shall 
be securely fenced : — 

The back gears and change .whim 4s of lathe", 
the back gears and levei gearing of 
drilling machines and the gear wheels 
of planing, shaping, slotting and 
milling machines which are within 
reach. 

37. Every platen machine and guillotine 
cutting machine in a printing works shall he 
fitted with an efficient finger guard. 

38. All emery wheels and tod grinding 
machines shall be fitted with strong iron howl 
guards ami shall also have a plate grass shield 
so fitted as to prevent flying particles from en- 
tering into the operators’ eyes. 

39. All hoist gates shall he sell’-i -eking and 
only capable of being opened when +l-c < age A 
opposite the floor. 

40. All elevator passage ways and hoist ways 
shall he fenced. 

41. Ail circular saws of more than 6 inches 
in diameter shall he provided with u si rung metal 
hood guard with a riving knife at the, back ol 
the saw. Tile saw under the table ‘-hull also 
be completely guarded. 

42. All band saws shall bo filled with expand- 
ed metal cage guards enclosing the upper half 
of the machine. The saw under the table, shall 
also he completely guarded. 

43. In every factory where electricity is pro- 
vided the provisions of the Indian l?lec.l>-ieity 
Act, .1910 (IX of 1910) and of the liules framed 
thereunder shall he observed. 

Fencing pits. 

44. Every opening in the ground or in n floor, 
which by reason of its depth, situation, con- 
struction or contents could cause personal in 
jury, shall be so fenced as to prevent such in- 
jury. 


45. (il Suitable striking gear shall b’ pro- 
vided and used to move driving belts on all 
fast and io-ise pulleys. 

45. (ii) All pulleys which the Inspector con- 
sidered nf sufficient importance shall he pro- 
vided with belt hangers or perches. 

4(5. Imbrication of bearings or gear wheels 
or replacing or adjustirlg of belts shall be done 
only by experienced and specially trained per- 
sons. 

47. Service platforms and gangways shall he 
provided for overhead, shafting, and where re- 
quired by the Inspector, shall be securely fenced 
with guard rails and toe boards. 

48. No transmission machinery in motion shall 
be cleaned with cotton waste, rags or similar 
material held in the hand. 

49. Every shafting ladder shall be lifted with 
either hooks or sonic effective non-skid device. 

50. No person engaged in oiling or adjusting 
belts or in any work whatsoever vithin reach 
of unfem-ed transmission machinery shall bo 
allowed to work whilst wearing loosely fitting 
dollies.

51. Safe and convenient access shall he pro- 
vided to all hearings. 

52. ut) All water level gauge glares of 
boilers of which tho maximum pressure exceeds 
KK) lbs. per square inch shall be securely guard- 
ed. 

i'b) No a Idi+ionnl weight shall he placed on 
the safely valve of any boiler unless written 
anffiority lias been received from the Boiler 
Inspector to do so, 

53. All sizing cylinders, kiers, digesters or 
steam jacketed pans or other vessels worked 
under pressure shall he fitted with safety valves 
and pressure gauges. 

Accidents. 

Sections 30 and 32. 

Report of accident. 

54. Notice of accidents resulting in death or 
causing such severe injury, that there is no 
reasonable hope that the injured person will 
he able to relurn to work within 18 hours, shall 
be sent (a) by telegram, telephone or by special 
messenger wffliin 4 hours of the occurrence 
to : 

(i) the Inspector, and 

(ii 1 ) the District Magistrate or, if he by 
general orders so directs, the Bub- 
Divisional Magistrate, and (b) by 
registered post within twelve hours 
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of the occurrence to the Commis- 
sioner appointed under the Work- 
men’-! Compensation Act, .1923. 

55. In ca e of aii aeeideilt resuming in death, 
notice shall also be sent to the officer in charge 
of the police station for the area in which the 
fac’orv is situated. 

56. If the notice F sent by sped A .messenger, 
it shall be in I'orin F, and if it A sent by tele- 
graph or telephone, it shall be confirmed by a 
written report in that form. 

57. Notices of accidents of a minor character, 
but which nevertheless, prevent the injured 
person from returning to work within 48 hours 
of the oecurrecne, shall be given in form F 
within 24 hours of the expiry of that time to 
both the Inspector and the District .Magistrate 
or, if the latter by general order so directs, 
the Sub-Divisional Magistrate. 

58. When an accident, which has been report- 
ed to the Inspector as “ Slight ”, is afterwards 
known to be Her. o us ” or ’* Fatal , the 
manager shall make the necessary correction in 
a supplementary report which shall be sent 
forthwith to the authorities mentioned in rules 
54 and 55. 

59. (aj If the Inspector has reason to believe 
that a fatal or serious accident has occurred in 
any factory, whether he has received a notice 
or not, he shall proceed to make an investiga- 
tion on the spot as soon as possible in order 
to determine the cause of and responsibility 
for the accident, either by himself or in co-opera- 
tion with any official deputed by the District 
Magistrate or the Police authorities or with 
both. If he finds that the accident has result- 
ed from neglect on the part of the occupier or 
manager ol’ the factory or any other person 
to observe any provisions of the Act or the rules 
and orders made thereunder, lie shall, if he 
considers necessary, sanction the prosecution of 
the person at fault. 

(b) In cases where a prosecution under the 
Indian Penal Code is considered necessary by 
the Inspector a reference will be made by him 
to the Dis'riet Magistrate for suitable action. 

(c) lu forwarding the cases to the District 
Magistrate for lodging prosecutions the Ins- 
pector shall record his opinion whether in the 
event of a conviction and sentence of hue any 
portion of the fine recovered should he paid to 
the injured person or his dependents ill com- 
pensation otherwise than in lieu of compensa- 
tion under the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1923. 

Collapse of buildings and accidents to plant or 
machinery. 

60. When in any factory there occurs any 
explosion, fire, collapse of buildings or serious 
defects in the machinery- or plant, which might 
have caused or might cause injury to persons, 
such occurrence shall be reported by the mana- 
ger wi hiu four hours of its occurrence to die 
authorities mentioned in rule 54 (i) and (ii). 

Procedure in appeal. 

Sections 31 and 32. 

61. An ay peal presented under section 31 of 
the Act, shall lie to the Chief Inspector, and 
shall be in the form of a memorandum sotting 
forth concisely the grounds of objection to the 


order and bearing a court-fee stamp in accord- 
ance with the Court Fees Act, 1870, and shall 
be accompanied by a copy of the order appealed 

agamst. 

62. On receipt of the memorandum cf appeal 
the Chief Inspector may, if he thinks fit, call 
upon the body, if any, declared to be the body 
representative of the industry concerned under 
sub-section (2) of section 31 of the Act, to 
appoint an assessor within a period of fourteen 
days. If an assessor is nominated by such 
body-, the Chief Inspector shall appoint a second 
assessor himself. He shall then fix a date for 
the hearing of the appeal and shall give due 
notic-o of such date to the appellant and to the 
Inspector whose order is appealed against, and 
shall call upon the two assessors to appear on 
such date to assist in the hearing of the appeal. 

63. An assessor appointed in accordance with 
the provisions of rule 62 shall receive a fee of 
Rs. 32 and travelling expenses for assisting in 
the hearing of the appeal. Such fees and 
travelling expenses shall be paid by Govern- 
ment ; but where assessors have been appointed 
at the request of the appellant and the appeal 
has been decided wholly or partly against him, 
the Chief Inspector may- direct that the fees 
of the assessors shall be paid in whole or part 
by- the appellant. 

Provision of shelters during rest. 

Section 33 (i). 

64. The occupier of every factory wherein 
more than 150 workers are ordinarily employ- 
ed, and which may- be specified hereafter by a 
notification in this behalf, shall provide free 
of cost one or more suitable rooms or sheds 
for the use of workers during periods of rest. 
Tese rooms shall be adequately lighted aim 
properly ventilated so as to admit fresh air at 
all times. The rooms shall not be less than, 
ten feet high and the floor space in them shall 
not be less than six square feet for each worker 
to be accommodated. The roofs of such rooms 
shall not be made of corrugated sheeting or 
other metal, unless covered by a suitable heat 
resisting material. 

Rooms for children. 

65. The occupier of every factory other than 
a seasonal fae'ory. wherein more than 50 women 
workers are ordinarily employed and which may 
be specified hereafter by' a notification m this 
behalf, shall provide a suitable room or rooms 
for the use of children under the age of 6 years 
belonging <o such women. These rooms shall 
comply with the following conditions : — 

(i) A floor space of not less than 9 square 

iV<‘t shall he provided for each child 
accompanying a female employee. 

(ii) The height of the roof shall be at least- 

10 fc t from the floor. 

(iii) Tin, J-ocm shall be provided with suffi- 

cient light and ventilation and the 
f: moored ut-e shall not be such as to 
be injurious to the occupants. 

(iv) The structure shall be waterproof and 

sunproof, free from dirt vermin and 
damp and shall be maintained in a 
clean condition. The interior walls, 
ceiling, etc., shall be lime-washed

APPENDIX A. 

ABSTRACT OF THE FACTORIES ACT, 
1934, AND RULES. 

Definitions. 

1. “Adolescent” means a person, who has 
completed his fifteenth but has not completed 
his seventeenth year; 

2. “Adult” means a person who has com- 
pleted his seventeenth year; 

3. “Child” means a person who has not 
completed his fifteenth year; 

4. “Day” means a period of twenty-four 
hours beginning at midnight; 


5. “Occupier” of a factory means the per- 
son who has ultimate control over :he affairs 
of the factory; 

6. “Week” means a period of seven days 
beginning at midnight on Saturday nigbt; 

7. “Worker” means a person employed in 
any manufacturing process, or in any work 
required for tho proper carrying on of a manu- 
facturing process. 

Powers of Inspector. 

8. An Inspector may, together with such 
assistants, if any, as he may think fit to bring, 
enter any place within the area for which he 
is appointed, which is or which he has reason 
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to believe to be used as a factory, and there 
mate such examination of the premises, worts, 
machinery, and plant, and of all registers or 
other prescribed records as may be necessary 
for the purposes of the Act, and he may take 
on the spot or otherwise such evidence of any 
person as he may think necessary to examine. 
Tie may also exercise such other powers as 
may be necessary for carrying out the pur- 
poses of this Act. 

Hours anp Conditions op Employment 

[ Subject to any exception or exemption 
permitted under the Act or Ifce rules made 

thereunder] . 

Non-seasonal factories. 

9. No adult worker shall be employed in 

a non-seasonal factory for more than 10 

hours in any one day, or for more than 54 
hours in any one week. 

Provided that in factories working continu- 
ously (day and night) for technical reasons 
an adult worker may work for 56 hours in any 
one week. , 

■ Seasonal factories, 

10. No adult worker shall be allowed to 

work in any seasonal factory for more than. 
11 hours in any day or for more than 60 hours 
in any week provided that no woman shall he 
allowed to work for more than 10 hours in any 
day. 

Rest interval. 

11. No person shall be employed in any 
factory for more than 6 hours at a stretch 
without having had a rest interval of at least 
one hour. 

Note. — The hours of work for adult 
workers shall be so arranged that along with 
♦ho interval for rest they shull not spread over 
more than 13 hours in any one day. 

12. No person shall he employed on a Sun- 
day, unless — 

Weekly holiday. 

(a) he has had or will have a holiday for 

a whole day on one of :h« three days 
immediately before or after that 
Sunday, and 

(b) the manager of the factory has, before 

that Sunday or the substituted day. 
whichever is earlier, . 

(i) delivered a notice to the Inspector 

of his intention to employ the 
worker ouJ the Sunday and of the 
day which is to bo substituted, 
and 

(ii) displayed a notice to that effect in 

the factory. 

Provided that no substitution shall be made 
Which will result in any worker working for 
more than ten! days consecutively without a 
holiday for a whole day. 

For .adolescents and children. 

13. (a) No child who has not completed his 
twelfth year shall be allowed to work in any 
factory, 

(b) No adolescent or child shall be employ- 
ed Jn any factory unless he is in possession of 
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a certificate of age anld fitness from the Certi- 
fying Surgeon. 

(c) No child shall be employed for more 
than 5 hours .in any one day and the hours of 
work shall be so arranged that they shall not 
spread over more than 7-1(2 hours in any one 
day. 

(d) No child shall be employed jm any fact- 
ory on any day on which he is known to have 
already worked in another factory. 

For woman, adolescents and children. 

14. (a) No woman, or child shall be em- 
ployed in ariW factory before six in the morn- 
ing or after 7 o’clock in the evening. 

(b) No woman, or child shall be employed 
in any of the hazardous operations specified 
under section 33 (4) of the Act. 

15. (a) The hours of work of all persons 
employed in a factory shall bo liny I before- 
hand and no person shall be employed except 
during such hours, 

(b) Any change in the hours of work shall 
be notified to the Inspector before the change 
is actually made and, except with the previous 
sanction of the Inspector, no such change shall 
be made unitil one week has elapsed sinee the 
last change. 

16. If a child over the age of six years is 
found inside any room or part of a factory in 
which children are employed, and in which 
any manufacturing process or work incidental 
tu any manufacturing process is being carried 
on, he shall, until the contrary is proved, he 
deemed to be employed in the factory. 

Limewashing- 

17. ‘In every factory the inside surface of 
ail walls of the rooms, in which persons arc 
employed, and all the ceilings or tops of such 
rooms (whether such walls, ceilings or tops be 
plastered or not), and all passages and stair- 
cases, shall be completely limewaslied at least 
once every year. 

Provided that this rule shall not apply to — 

(i) walls or tops of rooms which are made 

of galvanized iron, tiles or glazed 
bricks; 

(ii) any other factory or parts thereof in 

which limewashing or painting js 
in the opinionl of the Inspector un- 
necessary to satisfy the require- 
ments of section 13 of. the Act in 
regard to cleanliness. 

18. All beams, rafters, doors and other 
wood work in every factory shall, if not lime- 
washed as required above, ho painted or var- 
nished onlce in seven years, and shall bo kept 
clean. 

Cleanliness. 

19. Every factory shall be kept clean and 
free from effluvia arising from any drain, 
privy or other nuisance. AU refuse' likely to 
be injurious to health shall ho removed with 
as little delay as possible. 

Draiu&ge. 

20. All drains carrying, waste or stillage 
water shall be constructed in masonry or other 
impermeable material and shall be regularly 
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flushed and, where possible, connected with 
some recognised drainage line. 

First-aid appliances. 

31. In! every factory tliere shall be main- 
tained in a readily accessible place first-aid 
appliances, approved by the Inspector, The 
appliances shall be kept in good order and they 
shall bo placed under the charge of a respon- 
sible person who understands now to use ihem 
and who shall he readily available during 
working hours. 

Ventilation, 

22. Every factory shall be ventilated in 
such a manner as to render harmless, as far as 
practicable, any gases, vapours, dust or other 
impuritiog generated in the course of the work 
carried on therein) that may be injurious to 
health. I . j ' , . 


‘For women only” shall be provided on the 
scale given above. Those for male shall be 
similarly marked ‘‘For men only”. 

A poster showing the figure of a man and 
a woman shall also be exhibited at the entrails 
ce of latrines for each sex. 

Safety op Employees. 

Precautions against fire. 

29. All factories of more than one storey 
shall be provided with two sots of stairs or 
steps one of which shall he on the outside of 
the buildings. The doors and windows lead- 
ing to external staircase shall be so construct- 
ed as to be easily 6pened from the inside. 

30. No woman or child t ’mil be allowed to 
clean oi oil any parte of the mill-gearing or 
machinery of a factory while the -nilie is in 
motion. 


Lighting. - 

23. Every factory shall be sufficiently light- 
ed. during all working hours. 

Overcrowding. 

24. A factory shall not be so overcrowded 
while work is carried -on therein ns to be 
dangerous or injurious to the health of the per- 
sons employed therein. 

Drinking Water. 

25. In every factory there shall he maintain- 
ed a sufficient ankl suitable supply of water 
fit for drinking for the use of the persons em- 
ployed in the factory. A tap or taps connect- 
ed with any public water works, from which 
a sufficient quantity of water can at all times 
be drawn as required, shall be deemed a suffi- 
cient supply. Wells or tanks shall be protect- 
ed from pollution or contamination by organic 
matter or other impurities, and- the area around 
the place where drinking water is distributed 
maintained in drainted and cleanly condition. 

Washing facilities. 

, ‘-fi. In every factory in which any process 

involving contact by the workers with injurio. 
us, p oisonbus or any other obnoxious ' sub- 
idances is carried on, there shall be provided a 
sufficient supply of water and soap for rhe use 
of workers. 


Latrines and urinals. 

27. There shall be provided within the pre- 
cincts of every factory latrines and urinals in 
an. accessible, place detached from the oilier 
factory building, and the accommodation shall 
be normally not less than on the following 
scale -

49. In every factory there shall be main- 
tained a register in the prescribed form of all 
persons employed therein ; this register shall 
be kept U P to date by marking the attendance 
of each workman within half an hour of the 
commencement of each periods of work. 

Notices of periods for work. 

50. A notice of periods for work of all per- 
sons employed shall be maintained up to date 
and affixed at a conspicuous place near the main 
entrance of every factory.

(k) Masur, (1) Kodra, (m) Korre, (n) any 
mixture containing one or more of the fore- 
going foodgrains. 

(2) ‘ Controller ’ means the District 
Rationing Officer, Ajmer-Merwara. 

(3) * Person ’ includes any company or 
association 0 r body of individuals whether 
incorporate or jnot. Individuals who mess 
together shall be deemed to he one person* for 
the purposes of this Order. 

(4) ‘ Family ’ means a group of persons 
who are joint in ma& and under one head or 
manager. 
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(5) 1 Purchase in wholesale quantities ’ 
means purchase in quantities exceeding 20 
(Twenty) maunds in tiny one transaction 
and includes purchases by any person on be- 
half of another as a commission agent or as 
an arhatiya. 

(6) ‘ Sale in wholesale quantities ’ means 
sale in quantities exceeding 20 (twenty) 
maunds in any one transaction and includes 
sale by any person on behalf of another as 
commission agent or as an arhatiya. 

(7) 1 Storage for sale in wholesale quanti- 
ties ’ means storage in quantities exceeding 
20 (twenty) maunds for the purpose of sale, 
whether in wholesale or retail and includes 
storage by a person on behalf of another as 
a commission agent or as an arhatiya. 

(8) ‘ Wholesale dealer ’ means a person 
who has been licensed to deal in controlled 
foodgrains in accordance with this Order in 
wholesale quantities. 

(9) ‘ Retail dealer ’ means a dealer licens- 
ed iu accordance with the provisions of this 
Order to purchase, sell or store for sale con- 
trolled foodgrains in quantities less than 
wholesale quantities a s defined in sub-clauses 
(5), (6) and (7) above. 

(10) ' Agriculturist. ’ means any person 
who actually cultivates land himself or 
through the agency of servant or labour 
whether he possesses such land as landlord, 
tenant, mortgagee or otherwise howsoever. 

3. (1) No person other than a wholesale 
dealer or a retail dealer shall, without a written 
permission of the Controller have in his posses- 
sion on his own behalf or oh behalf of any 
other person : — 

(a) A quantity of wheat in excess of two 
muimds and thirty seers and other controlled 
foodgrains weighing in all more than two. and 
a half maunds, in the towns of Ajmer, Beawar, 
Nasirabad and Kekri. 

(b) A quantity of controlled foodgrains in 
excess of ten maunds in the rest of the Province 
of Ajmer-Merwara : Provided he does uot 
possess any controlled foodgrains in any of tho 
above mentioned towns ; and if he possesses 
any quantity of controlled foodgrains in any 
of the above mentioned towns, the total quan- 
tity, subject to the limitations in sub-clause (a) 
in no case shall be more than ten maunds : 

Provided that an agriculturist shall be exempt 
from the operation of this clause in respect of 
all controlled foodgrains which may be stored 
in quantity reasonably required for the mainte- 
nance of such agriculturist and his family 
members, till the harvesting of the following 
TCharif or Rabi as tit? case mav be, and for his 
Iona fide seed requirements for the following 
Kharif or Rabi crop as the case may be. 

(2) No person shall purchase, sell or si, ore 
for sale any controlled foodgrains in less than 
wholesale quantities, or engage iu any under- 
taking which involves purchase, sale or storage 
for sale of any of the controlled foodgrains in 
less than wholesale quantities as defined in 
clauses 2(5), (G) and (7) above, except, under; 
a licenoe for retail dealings issued by the Con- 
troller or any other officer authorised by him 
in this behalf. 


(3) No person shall purchase, soli or store 
for sale any of Hie controlled foodgrains in 
wholesale quantities or engage in any under- 
taking which involves purchase, sale or storage 
for stile of any of the controlled foodgrains iu 
wholesale quantities as defined in clauses. 2(5), 

(6) and (7) above except under a licence for 
wholesale dealings issued under this Order by 
the Controller or any other officer authorised 
by him in this behalf. 

(4) For the purposes of this Order any per- 
son. who stores controlled foodgrains in quan- 
tities exceeding 50 (fifty) maunds shall unless 
the contrary is proved he deemed to store the 
foodgrain for purpose of sale. 

4. Licences for retail dealings shall be in 
Form A and licences for wholesale dealings 
shall bo in Form B aud shall specify, 

(a) the foodgrain or goodgrains in which 
the lieencee may deal, 

(b) the place or places at which the 
lieencee may carry on the licensed under- 
taking.

area in which he receives the controlled food- 
grains. 

(4) No wholesale dealer or retail dealer 
shall purchase any controlled foodgrains 
from any person mentioned in clause ‘(1) 
above at ralies lower than those prescribed 
by the Chief Commissioner from time to 
time. 

7. All wholesale dealers of foodgrains who 
receive surplus stocks referred to in clause 6 
above shall maintain correct accounts of pur- 
chase and sales which will be open to inspection 
by officers of the Food and Police Departments 
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8. (1) No retail dealer in Ajmer, Beawar or 
Nasirabad shall purclia.se any wheat, wheat pro- 
ducts or rico from any wholesale dealer except 
under a permit issued by the District Rationing 
Officer, Ajmer-Merwara for Ajmer or by the 
Deputy Rationing Officer, Beawar for Beawar 
town or by the Assistant Rationing Officer, 
Nasirabad for Nasirabad town. 

(2) The Controller or any officer authorised 
by him to grant licences under this Order may 
refuse to grant a licence to any person who 
has been convicted of an offence under the 
Defence of India Rules, The Essential Supplies 
(Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 (No. XXrV of 
1946), Indian Penal Code, the Hoarding and 
Profiteering Prevention Ordinance or any other 
local or special Law'. An appeal shall lie to 
the Chief Commissioner, if the order has been 
passed by the Controller and to Deputy Com- 
missioner in other cases. No appeal shall lie 
from Deputy Commissioner’s Orders. 

(3) The Controller or any other officer 
authorised by him to grant licences under this; 
Order may cancel a licence on the lieencee 
being convicted of any offence under the 
Defence of India Rules. The Essential Supplies 
(Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 (No. XXIV of 
1946) the Hoarding and Profiteering Preven- 
tion Ordinance, 1943 the Indian Penal Code or 
any other Local or special Law, or for any 
other reason to be given in writing. An ap- 
peal against such an order shall lie to the 
Deputy Commissioner. 

9. (1) No person being the holder of a 
licence issued, or deemed to be issued under 
this Order shall contravene any of the condi- 
tions mentioned in Form A or B ; and if any 
such person contravenes any of the said condi- 
tions, then, without prejudice to any other 
action that may be taken against him, his licence 
may be cancelled by order of the Controller or 
the authority who issued the licence.

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11. Any property in respect of which the 
trying Court, is satisfied that any of the provi- 
sions of this Order have been contravened may 
be ordered by that Court to be confiscated to 
His Majesty.

ORDERS OF THE JUDICIAL COMMIS- 
SIONER, AJMER-MERWARA 


NOTIFICATION 
Ajmer, the 26f7i July 4947 
No. 1121|L-XXX-47. — In exercise of the 
powers conferred upon him by Section 14(2) 
of Act XIX of 1947 (Delhi and Ajmer-Merwara 
Rent Control Act, 1947) the following rules 
arc made by the Judicial Commissioner, Ajmer- 
Merwara, with the concurrence of the Chief 
Commissioner, Ajmer-Mertvara. 

These rules may be called the Ajmer-Merwara 
Rent Control Act Procedure Rules, 1947. They 
will apply to all proceedings arising under the 
Delhi and Ajmer-Merwara Rent Control Act, 
1947 and will come into force on the date they 
arc published in tho Gazette of India. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything 
repugnant in the subject or context 

(i) “ Act ” means the Delhi and Ajmer- 
Merwara Rent Control Act, 1947. 

(ii) “ Court of Judicial Commissioner ” 
m parts the Court of Judicial Commissioner at 
Ajmer. 

(iii) “ Court of District Judge ” means 
the Court of District Judge at Ajmer. 

(iv) “ Senior Sub-Judge ” means the 
Senior Sub-Judge and Judge, Small Cause 
Court, Ajmer. 

Place of using. 

Cases arising within the Municipality 
of Ajmer or the Cantonment of Nasiralmd and 
all land within one mile of the limits of the 
above Municipality or Cantonment ahaU be 
instituted jn the Court of the Sub-Judge, First 
Class, Ajmer, who may cither try them himself 
or transfer such cases as he thinks proper to 
any of the two Additional Sub-Judges at Ajmer. 
The District Judge will exercise general super- 
vision over the distribution of cases. Cases 
relating to the Bcawar Municipality and all 
land within one mile of tho limits of that 
Municipality, shall be instituted hi and be 
tried by, the Court of the Sub-Judge, First 
Class, Beawar ; provided that tho District 
Judge at bis discretion may transfer any case 
to the Court of any of the Sub- Judges at 
Ajmer. 

Procedure 

4, Notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
in the Provincial Small Caudp Courts Act or 
any other enactment in force for the time being, 
all cases under Sections 4, 7 and 10 of the Act 
shall be tried a 8 Small Cause suits. 

5. No appeal will lie against the decision of 
the trial Court in suits referred To in Rule 4 
supra ; a revision will however lie to the 
Judicial Commissioner on any of the grounds 
specified in Section 25 of the Provincial Small 
Cause Courts Act. 

6. Suits for eviction of tenants shall be tried 
as regular suits. 

7, The value for purposes of jurisdiction, 
shall be determined by the amount of rent 
which would be payable in a year calculated 
according to the highest amount claimed in 
the dispute. 
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Appeals 

8. (a) There will be a right of appeal 
against the (lqcision of the Court in original 
eases relating to questions arising under Sec- 
tion 9 of the Act to the following Courts : — 

(i) To the Court of Senior Sub-Judge in 
eases in which the valuation does not exceed 
Its. 300. 

(ii) To the Court, of the District Judge 
in cases in which the valuation exceeds 
Rs. 300 but docs not exceed Rs. 5,000. 

(iii) To the Court of the Judicial Com- 
missioner in eases in which the valuation 
exceeds Rs. 5,000. 

(b) There shall he no right of second appeal. 

9. The original case within the meaning of 
this Act and these rules, shall be deemed to be 
a case in which a question covered by Section 
9 arises whether raised by the landlord or the 
tenant or any person interested in the matter. 

10. It shall be within th© authority of a 
Court which has power, under the above rules 
to decide whether any particular case before it 
should or should not he deemed to be a case 
under the Act. The exercise of such authority 
shall be subject to the appellate or revisional 
jurisdiction of the higher Court as tile case 
may be. 

11. Subject to the provisions of these rules, 
the Court shall follow the procedure laid down 
by the Code of Civil Procedure. 


Execution 

12. Execution proceedings arising out of 
orders or decrees passed under the Act will be 
conducted* and disposed of by the Court having 
jurisdiction as specified in rule 3 above. 

13. (a) There will be an appeal to the Courts 
specified in Rule 8 from such orders of the 
Executing Court as would he appealable under 
the Civil Procedure Code. 

(b) There will be no right of second appeal 
in execution cases. 

14. Nothing in these rules shall restrict the 
power of the Judicial Commissioner acting suo 
motu or on the application of any party, in 
the exercise of his revisional jurisdiction, to 
revise or amend any order passed in proceed- 
ings under this Act. 

15. Notwithstanding anything contained to 
the contrary in any other enactment, for the 
time being in force, the period of limitation 
for preferring an appeal or making an appli- 
cation for revision or review in Courts other 
than the Judicial Commissioner’s Court, shall 
be 30 days from the date of order, while in the 
Court of the Judicial Commissioner, such 
period shall he 60 days.
